A  VISIT  TO  SHAWNCE  GAS,  KENTUCKY 


If  you  happen  t6  have  an  example  of  Shawnee  Gas  Cq4JL  Company  Scrip,  you 
will  find  the  address  on  the  scrip  to  be  Harlan,  Ky.  But  if  you  ask  the 
average  Harlan  Countain  where  was  the  location  of  the  coal  company,  few, 
if  any  will  know.  This  early  Harlan  County  coal  company  was  one  of  the 
f^rst  companies  to  mine  coal  in  the  county.  My  discovery  of  the  exact 
location  of  this  early  coal  mine  Ccune  as  a  complete  surprise.  I  had  al¬ 
ways  associated  its  location  near  another  early  Harlan  County  mining  com¬ 
pany  near  Harlan,  Ky.  The  "Gas"  must  have  caused  me  to  assume  that  the 
Shawnee  Gas  location  was  located  near  the  Harlan  city  limits  as  well.  Af¬ 
ter  all,  the  Harlan  Gas. Coal  Company  vas  located  near  the  Harlan  city  limi  t 
and  the  area  is  still  referred  to  as  "Harlan  Gas".  Assuming  anything  can 
sometimes  cause  ^11  kinds  of  problems,  as  well  as  embarrassment,  as  I  would 
discover  when  I  assumed  I  knew  the  location  of  the  Shawnee  Gas  Coal  Company 

One  afternoon,  in  Ihte  May,  1987,  Cecil  (Junior)  Philpot,  my  friend  and 
fellow  scrip  collector,  and  I  were  "talking  scrip"  at  my  place  of  business, 
located  in  the  Village  Center  Mall,  Harlan,  Ky.  The  shopping  center  in 
located  in  the  middle  of  what  was  formerly  known  as  "The  Skidmore  Farm" . 

We  were  looking  at  my  collection  of  Harlan  County  coal  company  scrip  when 
I  commented  about  a  token  from  the  Shawnee  Gas  Coal  Company,  Harlan,  Ky. 

I  asked  Junior  if  he  knew  the  location  of  this  coal  company.  He  smiled 
and  said,  "Do  you  mean  that  you've  lived  on  Martins  Fork  all  of  your  life 

and  don't  know  were  Shawnee  Gas  is  located?"  I  informed  him  that  the  com¬ 

pany  was  located  near  Harlan  at  Harlan  Gas.  To  my  surprise,  he  said,  "No, 
you're  wrong.  The  old  Shawnee  Gas  mine  and  camp  was  located  directly  behind 
your  store.  Come  out  back  and  I'll  show  you."  We  proceeded  out  the  back 
doo<:  of  the  Mall  and  he  pointed  across  the  Martins  Fork  River,  and  the  rail 
road  tracks,  to  an  area  of  land  located  just  South  of  the  former  R.  C.  Tway 
Coal  Company  property ^and  now  the  site  for  houses  that  were  relocated  when 
the  new  Highway  421-S  was  constructed  a  few  years  ago.  Also  a  concrete 
company  is  now  located  in  the  same  area.  Nothing  even  resembled  a  coal 
camp  today.  However,  I  remembered  that  an  old  coal  mine  had  once  operated 

a  few  hundred  yards  further  South  and  down  the  rail  road  tracks.  Junior 

assured  me  that  this  mine  was  the  old  Shawnee 'Gas  Coal  Company  mine  and 
that  as  a  child,  his  f2imily  had  lived  in  the  old  mining  C2unp.  I  knew  that 
two  old  mining  camp  houses  still  remained  in  this  area,  but  thought  they 
were  part  of  the  former  R.  C.  Tway  mining  camp.  I  had  assumed  again  and 
again,  T  was  mistaken. 

I  didn't  know  what  to  say  to  Junior.  I- was  shocked  that  after  two  years 
of  trying  to  locate  the  old  coal  mining  sites  that  I  had  located  one  that 
I  had  "assumed"  I  had  already  found.  I  guess  I  looked  som’ewhat  embarrassed, 
to  say  the  least,  because  I  had  been  bragging  to  Junior  of  my  ‘success  at 
locating  the  old,  and  nearly  forgotten,  coal  companies  and  their  locations 
within  Harlan  County.  All  these  thoughts  were  going  through  my  mind  as  we 
drove  across  the  bridge  spanning  the  Martins  fork  River,  into  the  area  of 
the  former  R.  C.  Tway  Coal  Company  that  bordered  the  former  Shawnee  Gas  Coa 
Company  property.  Junior  was  going  to  give  me  a  pers'’o'nal  tour  of  the  area 
and  visit  his  old  home  site  nearly  56  years  after  he  first  lived  at  Shawnet 
'  Gas,  Ky. 

According  to  Junior,  the  company  store  had  been  a  one  story  building  con¬ 
structed  of  wood  freuning.  Three  or  four  houses  were  located  on  the  left 
of  the  rail  road  tracts  that  were  also  part  of  the  Shawnee  Gas  mining  camp 
The  main  mining  camp  was  laid  out  in  two  rows  of  houses  and  ran  the  length 
of  the  property  and  across  the  rail  road  tracts  that  divided  the  two  minin 
properties.  Approximately  thirty  five  houses  comprised  the  Shawnee  Gas  ca. 

A  small  knoll  at  the  South  end  of  the  camp  was  the  site  of  the  last  house 
in  the  camp.  Dan  Skidmore,  a  long  time  Harlan  County  resident,  once  lived 
in  this  house.  Junior's  old  home  site  still  had  one  of  the  old  well  pumpr- 
still  in  place.  Someone  had  painted  the  pump  white  an)d  Junior  said  he  cou i . 
still  remember  his  mother  pumping  water  for  the  family  over*fifty  year  ago 
Wells  of  this  type  were  scattered  throughout  the  camp  to  supply  water  for 
the  families  living  in  the  camp.

rhe  coal  tipple  was  located  a  few  hundred  yards  South  of  the  camp  and  the 
mine  was  located  in  the  first  hollow  just  South  pf  the  tipple.  Coal  was 
loaded  into  the  coal  cars  that  pulled  directly  under  the  tipple  on  the  main 
line  of  the  L  4  N  Rail  Road  tracts  leading  South  along  the  Martins  Fork 
River.

\s  we  toured  the  area  of  the  old  mining  camp,  it  was  hard  for  me  to  visual¬ 
ize  the  Shawnee  Gas  mining  camp  as  was  being  described  by  Junior  Philpot.* 
Over  fifty  years  had  passed  since  he  lived  in  the  Ccimp  and  watched  his  fat’ e 
"dismantle"  the  camp  in  1931.  He  admitted  that  his  memory  was  dim  to  cer¬ 
tain  facts  concerning  the  area.  Being  only  a  small  boy  at  the  time,  and  sc 
much  time  having  passed  since  he  lived  in  the  Ccimp,  all  contributed  to  a 
poor  memory,  but  ..he  admitted  that  some  memories  were  burned  deep  into  his 
mind  while  other  were  dim  concerning  this  part  of  his  life.  He  remembered 
when  his  family  moved  from  Shawnee  gas  to  Grays  Knob,  Ky.  approximately  one 
mile  or  so  "up  the  fork."  He  has  lived  in  the  old  Wilson  Berger  Coal  Co. 
camp  from  1931  until  this  date. 

As  we  left  the  area,  crossing  the  new  concrete  bridge  that  spans  the  Martins 
Fork  River,  I  asked  Junior  to  describe  the  river  crossings  when  the  Shawnee 
Gas  Coal  Company  was  in  operation.'  I  remembered  the  old  wood  bridge  that 
was  used  from  my  earliest  memory  until  the  new  concrete  bridge  replaced  it 
in  the  early  1980’s.  Junior  informed  me  that  a  "swinging  bridge",  the  typi¬ 
cal  cable  supported  suspension  bridge  used  throughout  this  area,  was  the 
only  "foot"  bridge  spanning  the  river  into  "Bland",  the  name  for  the  R.  C. 
Tway  rail  siding  and  the  Shawnee  Gas  mining  community.  Also,  a  low  water 
ford  was  used  during  the  dry  season,  but  for  the  most  part,  the  L  &  N  Rail 
Road  was  the  main  source  of  transporation  to  the  mining  ccimp  area.  Not  only 
did  the  rail  road  bring  freight  and  other  materials  into  the  area,  it  also 
provided  passenger  service.  the  rail  road  also  hauled  the  "Black  Gold"  out 
of  the  county  to  the  consvimors. 

Lawrence  Skidmore,  a  former  employee  of  the  Shawnee  Gas  Coal  Company,  re¬ 
turned  from  service  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  in  1917  and  worked  in  the  mines.  Throu 
his  memory,  and  Junior  Philpot's,  I  gained  a  brief  glimpse  of  the  early  Haria 
County  mining  history.  Mr.  Skidmore  remembers  the  days  he  was  paid  for  his 
labor  with  the  brass  tokens  of  Shawnee  Gas  Coal  Company  scrip  and  spending 
his  scrip  at  the  company  store.  He  is  the  son  of  the  late  Henry  and  Dora 
Skidmore,  original  settlers  and  owners  of  the  "Skidmore  Farm".  He  is  the 
oldest  living  resident  of  this  area  and  a  witness  to  the  "progress  of  the 
20th  Century"  that  has  transformed  his  ancestral  farm  into  a  modern  urban 
area.  But  years  ago,  seventy  or  more  to  be  exact,  this  area  was  the  home 
^nd  farming  area  for  the  Skidmore  family  and  the  Shawhee  Gas  Coal  Company. 
Life  was  simple  and  the  mountains  and  rivers  of  Harlan  County  had  yet  to  be 
ravaged  by  "progress".  Few  are  left  to  recall  these  early  days  but  their 
memories  must  and  will  be  preserved  for  tomorrows  generations.

One  of  the  last  conversations  I  had  with  my  late  friend, 
Paul  Whitaker,  came  as  quite  a  surprise.  Every  successful 
scrip  collector  I  have  ever  known,  or  for  that  matter,  any^ 
successful  collector  of  anything,  keeps  their  source  of 
possible  rare  finds  a  secret.  No  one  was  better  at  finding 
scrip  than  Paul  .Whitakor.  Ke  could  almost  smell  a  \Qood  find 
and  know  almost  everyone  in  Harlan  County  that  had  a  rare 
piece  of  scrip.  His  source  of  information  was  invaluable, 
and  he  was  noted  for  keeping  this  information  to  himself. 
However,  out  of  the  blue,  Paul  told  mo  about  a  rare  token 
that  had  been  offered  to  him  earlier  last  year.  He  said  that 
the  token  was  priced  somewhat  higher* than  he  was  willing  to 
pay,  and  decided  that  my  quest  to  locate  scrip  from  each  old 
Harlan  County  coal  mining  company  merited  his  assistance.  He 
informed  me  about  the  existence  of  a  token  from  the  Harlan 
Town  Coal  Company  and  who  had  offered  him  the  scrip.  His 
assistance  and  the  events  thereafter  make  for  yet  another 
interesting  story  from  Harlan  County’s  coal  mining  past.

Paul  informed  mo  that  h^  had  received  a  telephone  call 
from  another  mutual  friend,  Paul  "Shorty"  Short,  a  local 
Harlan  auto  parts  supplier.  "Shorty"  called  Paul  and 
■informed  him  that  a  local  rosident  offered  him-  a  piece  of. 
coal  company  scrip  from  t^l^  Harlan  Town  Coal  Company.  The 
owner  wanted  $50.00  for  the  token  and  F?aul  informed  "Shorty" 

.  that  .  the  price  was  a  bit  higher  than  he  wanted  to  pay. 
Therefore,  Paul  informed  me  that  he  was  going  to  wait  on  the 
owner  of  the  scrip  -to  come  down  on  the  price..  However,  a 
year  went  by  and  Paul  never  heard  anymore  about  the  old 
token.  .  . 

With  this  now  lead  at  my  disposal,  I  launched  another 
search  for  the  rare  token  from  one  of  Harlan  County’s  oldest 
mining  operations.  "Shorty"  remembered  the  token  but  not  the 
owner.  Right  off  the  bat  I  ran  into  the  proverbial  "brick 
wall".  I  have  yet  to  find  tho  scrip  or  the  owner.  I  did 
locate  some  information  concerning  the  old  mining  company  in 
the  old  records  of  tho  Department  of  Mines  of -Kentucky. 

Tho  Harlan  Town  COal  Company  was  located  about  one  half 
mile  above  the  city  of  Harlan,  on  Clover  Fork.  The  company 
began  shipping  coal  in  June,  1912.  The  operations  had  an 
electric  plant  and  tho  coal  was  undercut  by  machinery  and 
hauled  by  electric  locomotives.  The  coal  was  mined  from  the 
Harlan  Seam  and  was  about  5  and  one  half  feet,  and  had  a 
parting  about  6  inches  near  the  bottom!  The  roof  was  fairly 
good  slate  and  tho  output  was  about  250  tons  per  day. 

The  officers  and  mine  officials  were  J.  K.  Griffin, 
President;  W.  R.  Griffin,  Vice  President;  and  Ben  A.  Martin, 


Ah  ft-r 


Secretary  and  Treasurer.  These  officers  remained  in  charge 
of  the  operation  of  the  mine  until  1915  when  all  mention  of 
the  mine  disappears  from  all  existing  records.  No  one  I 
interviewed  during  my  search  for  information  about  this 
company  can  remember  anything  about  where  the  mine  was  : 
located.  However,  that  answer  came  in  a  Christmas  card  on  . 
Dec.  22,  1987. 

My  friend,  Jerry  Schaepor,  Covington,  Ky.  bro\jght  all 
the  facts  together  concerning  this  early  coal  company.  He 
has  been  a  source  of  invaluable  information  in  my  research 
and  collecting  project  from  its  beginning.  Again,  he  comes 
through  by  acguiring  a-  10  cent  token  from  the  Harlan  Town 
Coal  Company,  Gaston,  Ky.  Gaston,  Ky.  was  the  home  for  the 
Harlan  Gas  Coal  Company;  The  name  Gaston  was  that  company’s 
first  shipping  address.  The  shipping  address  for  the  Harlan 
Town  Coal  Company  was  listed  as  Harlan,  Ky.  on  the  old  mine 
reports,  but  has  Gaston  printed  on  the  bi~metal  token  in 
Jerry’s  collection.  Therefore,  the  token  itself  ties  all 
loose  ends  together.  It  proves  that  the  Company  issued  scrip 
and  was  located  on  the  right  side  of  the  Clover  Fork  River  at 
the  area  known  as  Malcomson  and  Harlan  Gas,  Ky. 

I  will  probably  never  know  if  the  .  token  in  Jerry’s 
collection  is  the  same  one  offered  to  my  late  friend,  Paul 
Whitaker.  I  would  like  to  think  that  another  exists  and  that 
it  is  just  around  the  corner  waiting  for  me;  Who  knows  what 
the  future  will  bring.  However,  the  past  has  brought  many 
good  moments  to  each  and  every  one  of  todays,  and  even 
yesterdays,  scrip  collectors.  Jerry  has  the  envy  of  this 
scriptor  and  I  know  *  if  ho  were  alive  today,  Piaul  Whitaker 
would  be  as  green  with  envy  as  I  am  now.
